more than means of remedying evils: 
they are, above all, means of prevent- 
ing them, and that is worth a lot more.

Croivley who represented the re)>ond- 
ents asked that the complaint In dis- 
missed and after raising a novel ;vint, 
that is that tho government's witness 
did not know if there was anything in 
the pail when Sniilli entered the saloon 
and that the otlicer neither saw sale nor 
delivery, tho board voted two to one 
to dismiss the complaint and discharge 
tho defendants. 


Patrolman John S. Dennett testified 
that at about S.-IO a. in. 
Wednesday, 


October 11, he. was passing through 
an alleyway off Cohiirn street 
and 


saw William Smith coming out of his 
house. Smith had a pail in his hand 
and passing through a yard entered 
Donehuo's saloon. Patrolman Dennett 
then crossed the street and standing at 
the corner waited until Smith came out 
of the saloon. Smith crossed tho street 
and entered the hallway of a house 
and Patrolman Dennett following him 
asked him what he had in the pail, 
and Smith answered "Nothing but a 
little beer." Witness took the pail and 
after smelling of tile contents found 
out that it was beer and then crossed 
tiie street to Donehuc's 
snloon. Mr. 


Donehue was behind tho bur and Pa- 
trolman Dennett said: 
"Is this the 


•way you are doing business, 
John?" 


Mr. Donehuo said: "What?" and wit- 
ness said: "You know very well." 


Continuing, Patrolman Dennett said: 


"Later in the day I was talking with 
a man opposite G3 Lakeview avenue 
"when Mr. Donehue came up the street 
:and calling me aside asked me if T was 
going to make trouble for him. I said: 
"What do you think?" 
He admitted to 


mo that lie had done a. little illegal 
business since the saloon was opened 
in May." 


Cross-examined by Mr. Cro\vley wit- 
ness said he did not see what trans- 
pired In the saloon, neither did he see 
any sale or know if there was anything 
in tile pail when Smith entered the 
place. 
The government rested its cnse at
